PARLIAMENT 


Ottawa, March 25, 1905. 


Hon. Mr, Sifton Speaks 

Interest in the debate on Friday 
eentered in the speech of the Ex- 
Miaister of Interior, which was de- 
livered in the afternoon, again to a 
full House and crowded galleries. The 
fact that Mr. iSifton had held such 
strong views in regard to the educa- 
tional clauses of the Autonomy Bills 
as tocompel him to retire from office 
rather than to agree to the provisions 
as first introduced, naturally created 
an extraordinary interest in what he 
would say as to the provisions as 
amended. His position in the Cabinet 
had previously been so strong, his 
connection with the Premier so close 
and his administration so successful, 
that his retirement on a point of po- 
licy emphasized that point to a very 
marked degree. It was not unknown 
that the delay tn presenting the bill 
for second reading was largely due to 
the effort of the Government to meet 
the views of the Ex-Minister by suit- 
able amendments. The amendments 
themselves had been placed before the 
House on Monday night ;-buat «the -in- 
terest was not in the amendment but 
in what Mr. Sifton would say regard- 
ing them. It had been the effort of 
the Opposition Leaderiand Dr. Sproule 
to minimize their value, Mr. Monk 
had recognized that ¢here was a radi- 
cal difference. But it remained for 
Mr. Sifton to place in coid print what 
he considered the difference to be, not 
a3 a legal authority, not as a party 
politician, but as a man who had sac- 
rificed place and power to secure the 
triumph of a principle.iHis action had 
necessarily produced party embarrass- 
ment and had led to considerable 
political turmoil with the prospect of 
still greater turmoil im the future. 
People wondered how he would just- 
ify himself as a boyal party man in 
taking action which had produced 
such consequences. His speech had 
been carefylly thought out and was 
most effectively presented. At its 
conclusion he stood absolutely justi- 


fied as to his motive, his action, and 
as to the result achieved. 


As to Finance: 


He deaM first with ‘the financial 
question. Liberal terms had been 
given and he fully approved of their 
liberality. He thought the only pro- 
per course had been taken im retain. 


ing the lands under the control of the 
Dominios. The purpose of the Dom- 


jnion im securing the annexation of 
the west was to get setilers for the 


land, This had been the pdlicy of the 


Departmeut under his administration 
and the reagults to thi west. and to 
Canada he claimed had justified that 
policy. Leaving" eat all other cossid- 
eration, he did not believe that an 
effective immicration policy for the 
West could be carried out under three 
Separate administrations. If we were 
to have the immigration policy it 
must be under nationa! control, and 
in order to be effeetive the lands and 
immigration must be under the same 
authority. 


Jrrigation 


fomplaint had been made that the 
provinces had not beer given author- 
ity regarding irrigation. He pointed 
out that irrigation necessarily invoiv- 
ed national and interprovincial ques- 
tions. The national authority was 
the one to settle those questions. 
When they were settled for ever 
would be time enough te hand the 
autbority iv respect to irrigation over 
to the provinces. He did net ato. 
gether approve of having plheed « 
large part of the subsidy om a land 
basis. He believed that it would have 
been better to make an arbitrary 
grant wi'hout reference to land: be- 
cause in after years it might and very 
likely would be held that an inad- 
equate amount of land had been in- 
cluded in the estimate or that a suf- 
ficient vahvc bad not been placed upon 
it, 
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The Educational Question 


Dealing with the educational clause 
he felt that ‘the Prime Minister was 
not weil advised in bringing in the 
measure without consuiting him ; bet 
it was the Legislation itself that caus- 
edthid resignation from the Govern- 
ment. H* wes not so mu‘ hb cOpcerned 
with the constitutional aspect of the 
question as with its matter of fact 
aspect. While we in Parliament had 
been spliting hairs in regard to the 
mecning-of certsin words or sections 
of the British North America Act -the 
man on the street wanted to know if 
there were or were not to be separate 
schools, and if there were, what they 


were like. He would naturally say, ' 


“I cannot hope to understand the hw 
or the constitution, but I do want te 
know what kind of schools they are 
going to have in the North West ‘Ter- 
ritories.” Under provisions of the 
Northwest Act of °75 there had been 
established in the Territories a com- 
plete duai system of schools. The 
Roman Catholic and their own board 
of education, prescribed books and 
courses of studies and conducted what 
were clerically controlled schools 
wholly and absoluteiy. These schools 
were similar to those existing under 
the separate school system which was 
abolished in Manitoba in 1890. In S2 
the dual system in the Territorieaiwas 
wiped out and the present national 
system established.” For one reason 
or another the Government of ‘the 
Territories had been more fortunate 
in its action than had that of Mani- 
toba. The Roman Catholic elergy 
had appeated to Ottawa regarding the 
action of the Northwest Assembly, 
but without avail. He believed, on 
looking over all the cireumstances of 
the case the government of the ‘Ter- 
ritories had had a better settlethent 
of the school question than had the 
Government of Manitoba. They 
had conceded to the Roman Catholics 
certain rights under the law whieh 
afterwards in Manitoba under a spe- 
cial agreement were conceded to Ro- 
man Catholics, though outside the 
letter of the law. 


Na‘ional, not Sectarian, Schools 


There were separate schools in the 
North West; there were “ denomina- 
tional schools, which were not sepa- 
rate schools ; but under the ordinance 
of *92 everyone recognized the fact 
that denominational schools, control 
led by a sectariam bedy for sectarian 
purposes had ceased to exist. 


As to the drafting of Clause 16 


In dealing with the difference be- 
tween the original clause 16 and that 
substituted for it, Mr. Sifton said 
that he did not question the express- 
ed intention of the Prime Minister 
that the original clause was only 
intended to continue the existing sys 
tem of scheols in the Territories. The 
Prime Minister did not’ draw the 
clause ; that was done in the office of 
the Minister of Justice, and was not 
likely done by him either. He po 
doubt instructed an officer of his de- 
partment to draft the clause and ne 
doubt instructed him to draft i so 
as’ to merely continue the existing 
conditions of affairs; but he bellewed 
that when the Minister of Justice 
did so the draftsman employed either 
wholly misunderstood his instructions 
or possessed a most renfarkable facil- 
ity for covering thing that were not 
covered in his instructions. Farther 
on he speke of a concealed meaning 
contained in the clause. These were 
the only touches of anything but the 
most plain and simple explanation 
contained in the speech of the Ex- 
Minister, and were evidently direeted 
against the Minister of Justice. 


The diffe-ence between the Old and New Clauses 


The clauses as originally drafted 
would have preserved everything set 
out In the educational ordinance ef 
the North West Territories and any 
further rights that ‘might have been 
contained in section 14 of the North 
West Territories Act of '75. He took 
the ground that if at any time in the 
future the province of Alberta or of 
Saskatchewan undertook to appro- 
priate a quarter of a million dollars 
siy to build and equip a provincial 
university the supporters of separate 
schools would be entitled to claim an 
amount of money proportioned to 
the number of separate schools es 
compared with public schools for the 
establishment of a separate school 
university. The effect of the clause 
would be to put a constitutional and 
irrevocable ear mark upon the pub 
lic funds of the North West Merri- 
tories and upon the 50 million dollars 
worth of public lands that are now in 


the public school trust. It would ear- 
mark the fund. forever and would 
compel the legislatures of these pro- 
vVinees to divide the money and in all 
probability to constitute one of the 
ereatest endowments of sectarian ed- 
cation that has ever been proposed. 
The pew section he claimed was defi- 
nite where the old one was indefinite 
and it merely preserved to the Roman 
Catholics of the Territories the sepa- 
rate school rights whieh they now 
eajoy.

His Récord on School Legisiation 


Speaking of his own record he said 
that the separate school System of 
Manitoba had been abolished because 
of its inefficiency; "thousands of chil- 
dren were growing up in ignorance 
arid illiteracy because of the ineffic- 
kency of those schools. He Said, “J 


am here to’ say that you cannot 
abolish buses of that kind With kid 
gloves if there is any act in my 


public career I ‘am Proud of it is the 
fact that 1 was one of those to help 
to abolish that system of education 
in Manitoba in the year 1890.” The 
attemp? of the Opposition of that day 
now represented by Mr. Foster, to re- 
store that inefficieney system failed 
because the present ’remier had 
stood in the way. The Province of 
Manitoba bad neyer forgotten the 
action of Mr. Foster and ‘his friends 
on tht occasion. 


Supports the Bill asa Compromise 


As to his resignation Mr Aifton said he 
had very strong views on the schoo} 
question. There was a certain distance 
that he was prepared to €o in the way 
of compromise. “I haye so expressed 
myself to the Prime Minister” said 
Mr. “ifton, “and to the extent which 
is embodied in the proposition before 
the House I am willing to go (Liberal 
ticers). f am willing to go that far 
becaus: I believe that the essentiat 
principles of a first class, thorough 
national school system are not im- 
paired, and the taint of what I call 
ececlesisticism in schools, and which 
im my judgement results in insuffi- 
ciency, will not be found in the School 
system of Northwest-nnder this legi- 
Slation, anless the people of the 
Northwest choose to hare it, in which 
casc it is their business and not ours.” 
Mr. “ifton said that when he first 
Saw the bills which had been intro- 
duced he came to the conelusion that 
he could not decide upon his course 
while remaining a member of the 
government and enjoy the emolu- 
ment of office. He concluded there- 


fore ,.whatever any body elise micht do 
he ought to be in a position to speak” 
with freedom and should not be called 


upon to decide how far he should be | 
prepared to compromise opinions . 
which he had pubhely expressed © in. 


order nat to destroy ithe trovernmend. 
ile. cared nothing for the political 
effect of his course, but thought he 
had freed himself from the imputa- 
tion of being influenced by considera- 
tion for office. “And, therefore. I 
have to say,” declared Mr. Sifton in 
conclusion, “haying given the sub- 
geet the best consideration I was cap- 
able of giving it, not only from the 
standpoint of the condition of affairs 
in this Parliament but the position of 
affairs in the North West ‘Territories, 
in the time to come,, that TI can, al- 
thoue! not with very much enthus- 


lasm, but with some degree of e-- 


luctance, give my. support to this 
bill.” 

Mr. Nerthrup followed Mr. Sifton, 
crifictsing his position and state:nents 
but without adding anything serious 
io the argument. 

Mr. Oliver followed and the debate 
was adjourned by Mr. (Rourassa, who 
will take the floor on Tuesday aftex 
noon. The debate will net be contin- 
wed on Monday as that is the last 
private members’ day of the session,
